There is probably no person ’n the 
city except Mr. Adam who knows just 
what a big job it is to take the land 
appraisement of the city and he has 
done the work in a remarkably short 
time. 
, 
His field book was too heavy and 
unhandy to carry with 
him and he 
simply took a pass book with him, and 
would put down every piece of prop­ 
erty as he went along, che name and 
size and in the evening he 
would 
transfer it to his field book. 
After he had finished making the 
appraisement of 7,800 pieces of prop­ 
erty in the city he was compelled to 
transfer the whole business to another 
book for use of the auditor. 
In addition to this he had to notify 
7,800 people of their valuation. 
He 
was expected to do the work in four 
months, but it was more than mortal 
man could do. 
Adam worked night 
and day at the job to get it finished, 
and did his work well. 
The persons who have grievances 
will meet with the decennial board in 
the city soon, but the total figures of 
Mr. Adam will stand, as when the 
board take anything off one piece of 
Droperty they must make it up on an 
other. 
The tax valuation of the city at pres­ 
ent is $3,331,980, and with a levy of 
12 mills it is not enough to pay the ex 
penses incurred in running the city 
department. 
The personal tax as shown by the 
assessor's books this year is $399,520, 
and this would make the total valua­ 
tion at the present time $4,808,401.

y ea rs. 
This means th at th e gaunt, woeful, 
hideo us figure of famine is being liter­ 
ally drowned. 
Riv er beds, wh ich for 
24 month s h av e been bared to th e sky 
a nd baked by th e sun till rock-h ard, 
a re no w gradually softening into th eir 
na tura l muddiness. Streams are man­ 
ifesting signs of life. 
Th e water in 
the few wells wh ich were not drained 
by th e long drough t, are growing deep ­ 
er, and fields, farms, meadows, graz­ 
ing grounds, garden p lots, in fact th e 
who le p arch ed earth , is giv ing p rom­ 
ise of generous fertility , as 
in 
th e 
y ea rs gone by . 
But th ese are, after all, only signs 
a nd p romises; wh ich , wh ile restoring 
ho pe to th e 
h earts of th e 
stricken 
millio ns, must not be taken as mean­ 
ing th at th e famine is at an end. Fam­ 
ine ma y be dy ing, but sh e is not y et 
dea d, « h e still stalks abroad in all 
the western and central p rov inces, and 
fo r at least th ree month s to come sh e 
will continue h er deadly work. 
As th e cause of th e awful distress 
a nd desolation was lack of rain, it will 
ta ke a v ery long, steady rain to re­ 
sto re th e ground to a condition rich 
eno ug h to y ield.

FAMINE'S LEGACY 


TO TIE WORLD 


Half a M illion of O rphans A re 
U rgently In N eed of Im m e­ 
diate H elp 


DIRECT 
NEWS 
FROM 
INDIA 


Prospects Are Now 
Somewhat 
Brighter, as the Blessed Rain 
Is Falling. 


He l p u n t il t h e 
c r o p s 
c o m e 


News by cable from India’s viceroy, 
the governor of Bombay, and other of. 
flcials, from 
American 
missionaries 
and from newspaper correspondents, 
report a general rainfall in the famine- 
stricken districts and prospects bright­ 
er than at any time for the past two 
years. 
This means that the gaunt, woeful, 
hideous figure of famine is being liter- 
ally drowned. 
River beds, which for 
24 months have been bared to the sky 
and baked by the sun till rock-hard, 
are now gradually softening into their 
natural muddiness. Streams are man­ 
ifesting signs of life. 
The water in 
the few wells which were not drained 
by the long drought, are growing deep­ 
er, and fields, farms, meadows, graz­ 
ing grounds, garden plots, in fact the 
whole parched earth, is giving prom­ 
ise of generous fertility, as 
in 
the 
years gone by. 
But these are, after all, only signs 
and promises; which, while restoring 
hope to the 
hearts of the 
stricken 
millions, must not be taken as mean­ 
ing that the tamine is at an end. Fam­ 
ine may be dying, but she is not yet 
dead. 
She still stalks abroad in all 
the western and central provinces, and 
for at least three months to come she 
Will continue her deadly work. 
As the cause of the awful distress 
and desolation was lack of rain, it will 
take a very long, steady rain to re­ 
store the ground to a condition rich 
enough to yield. 
With the exception 
of a one-hour shower on July 20 of 
last year, the present rainfall is the 
first western India has known for four 
and twenty months. Hence, not until 
rain has fallen continuously for weeks 
and weeks, will the ground be suffi­ 
ciently soaked and softened to assure 
the raising of a crop. 
Moreover, millions of head of cat­ 
tle; indeed, 90 per cent of all the cat­ 
tle have died for want of fodder, and 
farmers will remain tied hand and foot 
till government 
supplies 
new 
live 
stock to replace the old, whose bones 
lie scattered the country over. 
Therefore, desperate distress still 
exists. Utter desolation is still the lot 
of millions. 
If the government were 
now to withdraw its aid, shut up the 
relief works and 
poor 
houses, 
if 
American contributions were now to 
cease and missionaries to stop their 
work, ten million homeless, helpless 
people would be in imminent danger 
of starving to death. 
Famine has written her will on the 
face 
of the land. 
She 
is 
leaving 
Christendom a legacy in the form of 
hundreds of thousands of homeless, 
helpless orphans. 
The million men and women, who, 
after indescribable suffering, have suc­ 
cumbed since the famine began, not 
only to starvation, but to fever, plague 
and cholera besides, have left 
fully 
half a million fatherless and mother­ 
less children. When the government 
closes its relief work, its poor houses, 
sending millions of absolutely penni­ 
less people to their desolate homes 
to begin life’s struggle over again, 
what Is to become of the parentless, 
ownerless children. 
Who is to shel­ 
ter them, clothe, feed, instruct them 
and fit them for lives of usefulness? 
I have myself just returned from 


India, and I can truthfully write that 
of all the sad sights to be seen in the 
famine district, the most pitiable is 
the starving children. Not a few, but 
tens of thousands, 
are 
wandering 
along the highways, waifs of a desert j 
country, living drift-chips on a shore-! 
less sea. 
Their mothers and fathers j 
have died of starvation, and now th ey ! 
have not a soul in the world to turn i 
to, no kith, no kin, not a single heart 
among their own people to look after 
them. 
It is in the rescue of these orphans, 
waifs from the highway of death it­ 
self, that the 
missionaries devote a 
large part of their working hours. 
Once inside a mission compound, the 
poor little starveling, if care and food \ 
have not come too late, is supported 
by funds sent to the missionaries by 
the American people. 
Among the many starving orphan 
children gathered in from the fields 
by Dr. Taylor and his wife, missionar­ 
ies at Ahmedabad, there came one lit­ 
tle girl who insisted on entering the 
house. 
She came into 
the library, 
and after a brief look about lisped In 
her own tongue, “Please, may I die 
here?” and then threw herself down 
on the floor and went to sleep. It is 
gratifying to add that the long sleep 
and the hot milk afterward given to 
this child saved her from death and 
she was added to the fold of orphans 
in Dr. Taylor’s care. 
Even In the streets of Bombay there 
are hundreds of famine children wan­ 
dering about. With sunken eyes, hol­ 
low cheeks and Indented temples, with 
weary, weak, skeleton legs, they tot­ 
ter, by the dozen, in the footsteps of 
the European, crying “Salam, Sahib,” 
which is their way of saying “Peace 
to you.” Then slapping their hollow 
and naked stomachs to emphasize 


Louis Klopsch, proprietor of the Chris­ 
tian Herald. 
He says: “Living expenses in India 
are light. 
The expense of caring for 
the 500,000 orphans, while stupendous 
in the aggregate, is yet easily within 
reach when considered one by one. It 
is not to be 
expected that any one 
person should assume the whole re­ 
sponsibility, yet every one 
can 
do 
something. 
“Five cents for every working day,! 
or 30 cents a week will clothe, feed,1 
shelter and instruct a child, and there j 
are hut few people who cannot under- i 
take the responsibility for one child, 
giving part 
themselves and collect­ 
ing the balance 
from 
friends 
and 
neighbors. 
To every person so con­ 
tributing will be given the name and 
address of the orphan for whom they 
have assumed responsibility, and once 
every three months they will receive 
an English letter from India, either 
from the child or from its teacher, re­ 
porting the progress it is making. 
I 
am sure the charitable, sympathetic 
people of our prosperous country will 
prove equal to the occasion and tens 
of thousands of famine waifs will he 
saved for lives of Christian influence. 
“The Christian Herald, Bible House, 
New York, will receive all pledges 
and moneys for famine orphans, and 
will cable the money to India free of 
all expense, and weekly reports 
of 
pledges 
will be cabled at the same 
time. This course will enable the mis­ 
sionaries to take, promptly and quick­ 
ly, as many 
children as there

pledges.

FAMINE’S LEGACY 


IO IHE WORLD 


Half a Million of Orphans Are 
Urgently In Need of Im m e­ 
diate Help 


DIRECT 
NEWS 
FROM 
INDIA 


Prospects Are 
Now 
Somewhat 
Brighter, as the Blessed Rain 
Is Falling. 


H E L P UN TIL T H E 
CROPS 
COME 


News by cable from India’s viceroy, 
the governor of Bombay, and other of­ 
ficials, from 
American 
missionaries 
and from newspaper correspondents, 
report a general rainfall in the famine- 
stricken districts and prospects bright­ 
er than at any time for the past two 
years. 
This means that the gaunt, woeful, 
hideous figure of famine is being liter­ 
ally drowned. 
River beds, which for 
24 months have been bared to the sky 
* 
and baked by the sun till rock-hard, 
are now gradually softening into their 
natural muddiness. Streams are man­ 
ifesting signs of life. 
The water in 
the few wells which were not drained 
by the long drought, are growing deep­ 
er, and fields, farms, meadows, graz­ 
ing grounds, garden plots, in fact the 
whole parched earth, is giving prom­ 
ise of generous fertility, as 
in 
the 
years gone by. 
But these are, after all, only signs 
and promises; which, while restoring 
hope to the hearts of the 
stricken 
millions, must not be taken as mean­ 
ing that the famine is at an end. Fam­ 
ine may be dying, but she is not yet 
dead. 
She still stalks abroad in all 
the western and central provinces, and 
for at least three months to come she 
will continue her deadly work. 
As the cause of the awful distress 
and desolation was lack of rain, it will 
take a very long, steady rain to re­ 
store the ground to a condition rich 
enough to yield. 
With the exception 
of a one hour shower on July 20 of 
last year, the present rainfall is the 
first western India has known for four 
and twenty months. Hence, not until 
rain has fallen continuously for weeks 
and weeks, will the ground be suffi­ 
ciently soaked and softened to assure 
the raising of a crop. 
Moreover, millions of head of cat­ 
tle; indeed, OO per cent of all the cat­ 
tle have died for want of fodder, and 
farmers will remain tied hand and foot 
till government 
supplies 
new 
live 
stock to replace the old, whose bones 
lie scattered the country over. 
Therefore, desperate distress still 
exists. Utter desolation is still the lot 
of millions. 
If the government were 
now to withdraw its aid, shut up the 
relief works and 
poor 
houses, 
if 
American contributions were now to 
cease and missionaries to stop their 
work, ten million homeless, helpless 
people would be in imminent danger 
of starving to death. 
Famine has written her will on the 
face 
of the land. 
She 
is 
leaving 
Christendom a legacy in the form of 
hundreds of thousands of homeless, 
helpless orphans. 
The million men and women, who, 
after indescribable suffering, have suc­ 
cumbed since the famine began, not 
only to starvation, but to fever, plague 
and cholera besides, have left 
fully 
half a million fatherless and mother­ 
less children. 
When the government 
closes its relief work, its poor houses, 
sending millions of absolutely penni­ 
less people to their desolate homes 
to begin life’s struggle over again, 
what is to become of the parentless, 
ownerless children. 
Who is to shel­ 
ter them, clothe, feed, instruct them 
and fit them for lives of usefulness? 
I have myself just returned from 


India, and I can truthfully write that 
of all the sad sights to be seen in the 
famine district, the most pitiable is 
the starving children. Not a few, but 
tens of thousands, 
are 
wandering 
along the highways, waifs of a desert 
country, living drift-chips on a shore­ 
less sea. 
Their mothers and fathers 


Louis Klopsch, proprietor of the Chris­ 
tian Herald. 
He says: “Living expenses in India 
are light. 
The expense of caring for 
the 500,000 orphans, while stupendous 
in the aggregate, is yet easily within 
reach when considered one by one. It 
is not to In* 
expected that any one 
have died of starvation, and now they ( person should assume 
have not a soul in the world to turn i 
to, no kith, no kin, not a single heart 
among their own people to look after 
them. 
It is in the rescue of these orphans, 
waifs from the highway of death it­ 
self, that the 
missionaries devote a 
large past of their working hours. 
Once inside a mission compound, the 
poor little starveling, if care and food 
have not come too late, is supported 
by funds sent to the missionaries by 
the American people. 
Among the many starving orphan 
children gathered in from the fields 
by Dr. Taylor and his wife, missionar­ 
ies at Ahmedabad, there came one lit­ 
tle girl who insisted on entering the 
house. 
She came into 
the library, 
and after a brief look about lisped in 
her own tongue, “Please, may I die 
here?’’ and then threw herself down 
on the floor and went to sleep. It is 
gratifying to add that the long sleep 
and the hot milk afterward given to 
this child saved her from death and 
she was added to the fold of orphans 
in Dr. Taylor’s care. 
Even in the streets of Bombay there 
are hundreds of famine children wan­ 
dering about. With sunken eyes, hol­ 
low cheeks and Indented temples, with 
weary, weak, skeleton legs, they tot­ 
ter, by the dozen, In the footsteps of 
the European, crying “Salam, Sahib,” 
which is their way of saying “Peace 
to you.” Then slapping their hollow 
and naked stomachs to emphasize 


the whole 
one 
can 
re­ 
do 
sponsibility, yet every 
something. 
“Five cents for every working day, 
or 30 cents a week will clothe, feed,1 
shelter and instruct a child, and there j 
are hut few people who cannot under- 1 
take the responsibility for one child, 
giving part 
themselves and collect­ 
ing the balance 
from 
friends 
and 
neighbors. 
To every person so con­ 
tributing will be given the name and 
address of the orphan for whom they 
have assumed responsibility, and once 
every three months they will receive 
an English letter from India, either 
from the child or from its teacher, re­ 
porting the progress it is making. 
I 
am sure the charitable, sympathetic 
people of our prosperous country will 
prove equal to the occasion and tens 
of thousands of famine waifs will be 
saved for lives of Christian influence. 
“The Christian Herald, Bible House, 
New York, will receive all pledges 
and moneys for famine orphans, and 
will cable the money to India free of 
all expense, and weekly reports 
of 
pledges 
will be cabled at the same 
time. This course will enable the mis­ 
sionaries to take, promptly and quick­ 
ly, as many 
children as there 
are 
pledges. 
“If it be desired that the children

THE PARABLE. 
The lesson contains the parab le of 
“the unjust steward.” 
A certain rich 
man had a steward who proved false 
to his trust. 
He called him to account 
for his stewardship and declared his 
intention of depriving him of b is posi­ 
tion. 
The steward was In great per­ 
plexity as to how to provide for his fu­ 
ture. 
He decided finally to reduce the 
indeb tedness of his lord’s deb tors, that 
when he lost his position they would 
receive him into their homes. 
The 
deb tors were prob ab ly merchants who 
had given their notes or b onds for the 
amounts of their indeb tedness. 
The 
steward called them together and gave 
them the privilege of reducing what 
they owed. 
The lord—the lord of the 
steward, not the Lord Jesus C hrist- 
commended him for his prudence, b ut 
undoub tedly not for# his dishonesty. 
The transaction was a shrewd one and 
yet a dishonest one. 
In a b etter and 
nob ler sense Jesus then urges the dis­ 
ciples to use money and, indeed, all 
worldly advantages to make triends 
not of God’s deb tors, b ut of God’s peo­ 
ple, so that ' .it-y may help them to 
heaven and when death comes receive 
them Lai everlasting hab itations. 


THE INTERPRETATION. 
TTris is one of the most diihcult para­ 
b les of Christ to interpret. The differ­ 
ent views held are many and varied. 
To state them even would b e impossi­ 
b le. 
The b est interpretation seems to 
b e that this parab le is to teach the 
disciples of Christ prudence and zeal 
In their service of God, and the lesson 
is taught b y an illustration of the pru­ 
dence and zeal of a man of the world 
in furthering his worldly interests. No 
one can imagine for a moment that 
Christ meant to commend the dishon­ 
esty of the steward. He simply meant 
to say, If a worldling used so much 
zea l and prudence for furthering his 
temporal interests, how much more 
prudent and zealous Christians should 
b e in advancing their heavenly inter­ 
ests! This is intelligib le. We can emu­ 
la te a man’s method of action, while 
we denounce its 
character. 
Christ 
therefore simply teaches us to use the 
sa me prudence and zeal in serving God 
as the children of the world do in 
serving the world. 


THE APPLICATION. 
This parab le emphasizes zeal in the 
serv ice of God and in the advancement 
of our heavenly iuterests. 
It Is, alas, 
too often the case that God's children 
display less wisdom and zeal in serving 
Him than the children of the devil do 
in serving their father. 
The children 
o f the world are indeed wiser, more 
prudent, than the children of light But 
they should not b e. 
As our aims, our 
purposes, are nob ler and loftier, as the 
results at issue are more tremendously 
important, so our wisdom and our zeal 
should b e more pronounced. This pa ra ­ 
ble places a premium neither on igno­ 
rance nor on laziness, though many 
Christians seem to do so. 
Let us be 
zealous and prudent in our service o f 
our God.

THE PARABLE. 
The lesson contains the parable of 
“the unjust steward.” 
A certain rich 
man had a steward who proved false 
to his trust. He called him to account 
for his stewardship and declared his 
intention of depriving him of his posi­ 
tion. 
The steward was in great per­ 
plexity as to how to provide for his fu­ 
ture. He decided finally to reduce ths 
indebtedness of his lord’s debtors, that 
when he lost his position they would 
receive him into their homes. 
The 
debtors were probably merchants who 
had given their notes or bonds for the 
amonnts of their indebtedness. 
The 
steward called them together and gave 
them the privilege of reducing what 
they owed. The lord—the lord of the 
•toward, not the Lord Jesus C h rist- 
commended him for his prudence, but 
undoubtedly not for# his dishonesty. 
The transaction was a shrewd one and 
yet a dishonest one. 
In a better and 
nobler sense Jesus then urges the dis­ 
ciples to use money and, indeed, all 
worldly advantages to make friends 
not of God’s debtors, but of God’s peo­ 
ple, so that I .icy may help them to 
heaven and when death comes receive 
them IBN ■ everlasting habitations. 
THE INTERPRETATION. 
This is oue of the most difficult para­ 
bles of Christ to interpret. The differ­ 
ent views held are many and varied. 
To state them even would be impossi­ 
ble. The best interpretation seems to 
be that this parable Is to teach the 
disciples of Christ prudence and zeal 
In their service of God, and the lesson 
is taught by an illustration of the pru­ 
dence and zeal of a man of the world 
In furthering his worldly interests. No 
one can Imagine for a moment that 
Christ meant to commend the dishon­ 
esty of the steward. He simply meant 
to say, If a worldling used so much 
seal and prudence for furthering his 
temporal interests, how much more 
prudent and zealous Christians should 
be in advancing their heavenly inter­ 
ests! This is intelligible. We can emu­ 
late a man’s method of action, while 
we denounce its character. 
Christ 
therefore simply teaches us to use the 
•ame prudence and zeal in serving God 
as the children of the world do in 
serving the world. 


TUE APPLICATION. 
This parable emphasizes zeal In the 
service of God and in the advancement 
of our heavenly interests. 
It Is, alas, 
too often the case that God s children 
display less wisdom and zeal in serving 
Him than the children of the devil do 
in serving their father. 
The children 
of the world are indeed wiser, more 
prudent, than the children of light But 
they should not be. As our aims, our 
purposes, are nobler and loftier, as the 
results at Issue are more tremendously 
im portant so our wisdom and our zeal 
should be more pronounced. This para­ 
ble places a premium neither on igno­ 
rance nor on laziness, though many 
Christians seem to do so. 
Let us be 
zealous and prudent In onr service of 
our God.

The best Interpretation seems to 
be that this parable Is to teach the 
disciples of Christ prudence and zeal 
in their service of God, and the lesson 
is taught by an Illustration of the pru­ 
dence and zeal of a man of the world 
In furthering his worldly interests. No 
one can imagine for a moment that 
Christ m eant to commend the dishon­ 
esty of the steward. He simply meant 
to 6ay, lf a worldling used so much 
teal and prudence for furthering his 
temporal interests, how much more 
prudent and zealous Christians should 
be Id advancing their heavenly inter­ 
ests! This is intelligible. We can emu­ 
late a m an’s method of action, while 
we denounce Its 
character. 
Christ 
therefore simply teaches us to use the 
same prudence and zeal in serving God 
as the children of the world do In 
serving the world. 


TU E A PPLICA TIO N . 
This parable emphasizes zeal In the 
service of God and in the advancement 
of our heavenly Interests. 
It Is, alas, 
too often the case th at God s children 
display less wisdom and zeal in serving 
Him than the children of the devil do 
In serving their father. 
The children 
of the world are Indeed wiser, more 
prudent, than the children of light But 
they should not be. 
As our alms, our 
purposes, are nobler and loftier, as the 
results at issue are more tremendously 
Important, so our wisdom and our zeal 
should be more pronounced. This para­ 
ble places a premium neither on igno­ 
rance nor on laziness, though many 
Christians seem to do so. 
Let us be 
zealous and prudent In our service of 
our God.

There is probably no person 'n the 
cit} except Mr. Adam who knows just 
what a big job it is to take the land 
appraisement of the city and he has 
done the work in a remarkably short 
time. 
, 
His field book was too heavy and 
unhandy to carry with 
him and he 
simply took a pass book with him, and 
would put down every piece of prop­ 
erty as he went along, che name and 
size and in the evening 
he 
would 
transfer it to his field book. 
After he had finished making 
the 
appraisement of 7,800 pieces of prop­ 
erty in the city he was compelled to 
transfer the whole business to another 
book for use of the auditor. 
In addition to this he had to notify 
7,800 people of their valuation. 
He 
was expected to do the work in four 
months, but it was more than mortal 
man could do. 
Adam worked night 
and day at the job to get It finished, 
and did his work well. 
The persons who have grievances 
will meet with the decennial board in 
the city soon, but the total figures of 
Mr. Adam will stand, as when the 
board take anything off one piece of 
property they must make it up on an 
other.

News by cable from India’s viceroy, 
th e governor of Bombay, and other of­ 
ficials, from 
American 
missionaries 
and from newspaper correspondents, 
report a general rainfall in the famine- 
stricken districts and prospects bright­ 
er than at any time for the past two 
years. 
This m eans that the gaunt, woeful, 
hideous figure of famine is being liter­ 
ally drowned. 
River beds, which for 
24 months have been bared to the sky 
- 
and baked by the sun till rock-hard, 
are now gradually softening into their 
natural muddiness. 
Stream s are m an­ 
ifesting signs of life. 
The w ater in 
the few wells which were not drained 
by the long drought, are grpwing deep­ 
er, aud fields, farms, meadows, graz­ 
ing grounds, garden plots, in fact the 
whole parched earth, is giving prom ­ 
ise of generous fertility, as 
in 
the 
years gone by. 
But these are, after all, only signs 
and promises; which, while restoring 
hope to the 
hearts of the 
stricken 
millions, must not be taken as m ean­ 
ing that the famine is at an end. Fam ­ 
ine may be dying, but she is not yet 
dead. 
She still stalks abroad In all 
the western and central provinces, and 
for at least three months to come she 
will continue her deadly work. 
As the cause of the awful distress 
and desolation was lack of rain, it will 
take a very long, steady rain to re­ 
store the ground to a condition rich 
enough to yield. 
With the exception 
of a one-hour shower on July 20 of 
last year, the present rainfall is the 
first western India has known for four 
and twenty months. 
Hence, not until 
rain has fallen continuously for weeks 
and weeks, will the ground be suffi­ 
ciently Soaked and softened to assure 
the raising of a crop. 
Moreover, millions of head of cat­ 
tle; indeed, OO per cent of all the cat­ 
tle have died for want of fodder, and 
farm ers will remain tied hand and foot 
till government 
supplies

stock to replace the old, whose bones 
lie scattered the country over. 
Therefore, desperate 
distress 
still 
exists. U tter desolation is still the lot 
of millions, 
if the governm ent were 
now to withdraw its aid, shut up the 
relief works and

cease and missionaries to stop their 
work, ten million homeless, helpless 
people would be in imminent danger 
of starving to death.

ALEXANDER LONG. 
Alexander Long wa* one of the leading lawyers of the bar of Cincinnati, 
a noted orator and a man of strong convictions, and always had the courage 
i to express them. 
He was a Jacksonian Democrat, a strict constructionist 
and a believer in the reserved rights of the state's. 
Ho was born in Greenville, Mercer county, Pennsylvania, Dec. 24, 1816 
and died in Cincinnati at nearly four score. He came of distinguished Rev- 
olutionaryaucestry, and was a man of commanding presence and engaging 
manners. He was partly educated in Pennsylvania, and finished in the Farm- 
ers college, Cincinnati, after which he studied law and was admitted to 
the bar. 
He wa* one of the representatives from Hamilton county in the Fortv- 
Mvanth general assembly in 1848-1849, and was re-elected to the Forty-eighth 
la 1849. In 1862 he was elected to the Thirty-eighth congress from the Second 
district, a part of Hamilton county. Early In the second session of that con­ 
gress he delivered a great speech in which he criticised the administration of 
President Lincoln, becsuse cif the method of conducting the war, la the 
severest terms, 
it roused a bitter partisan spirit among the supporters of the 
administration, and a resolution in favor of his expulsion from congress was 
introduced and fiercely debated for several days. 
Upon a call of the roll It 
lacked eleven votes of the constitutional majority, and he was not unseated 
He failed of a re-election and was succeeded by Rutherford B Hayes 
afterward elected president. After retiring from congress Mr. Long continued 
the practice of his profession at Cincinnati.
